A Ton-Millionth-Scconcl Snapshot 


By means of an apparatus operatwd 


by rapidly revolving mirrors, Dr. J. 
A. Anderson, a member of the staff 
of Mount Wilson .Observatory, can 
take a photograph with an exposure 
of one ten-millionth of a second. Dr. 
Anderson disclosed his discovery be- 
fore raembcrs of the American Physi- 
cal Society at a session held a t ' t h e 
California. Institute of Technology. 


The instrument, which was built 


at the observatory and is in successful 
operation, is usually set at-one ten- 
millionth of a second, but by adjust- 
ments the speed can be increased to 
one one-hundred-millionth of a sec- 
ond in rare instances.
